The following Act is passed by the Hon'ble the 
Yresident of the Council of India in Council on the 
9th September 1839, with the assent of the Right 
Hon'ble the Governor General of India, which has 
been read and recorded. 

Ordered, that the Act be promulgated for general 


information. 
Act No. XXII. oF 1839. 


An Act for enabling persons charged with offences 
to make their defence more effectually. 

I. Whercas itis expedient to extend to the ter- 
ritories under the Government of the East India 
Company, the provisions of the Statute 6th and 7th 
Witliam IV Chapter CXIV : 

It is therefore hereby enacted, that all persons tried 
for any offence in any of Her Majesty’s Courts of 
Justice shall be admitted, after the close of the case 
for the prosecution, to make full answer and defence 
thereto by Counsel learned in the law, or by Attorney 
in Her Majesty's Courts of Justice where Attornies 
may practise as Counsel. 

II. Andit is hereby declared and enacted, that in 
all cases of summary conviction by a Magistrate or 
Justice of the Peace, exercising jurisdiction within the 
limits of any of Her Majesty’s Supreme Courts, per- 
sons aceused are and shall be admitted to make their 
full answer and defence, and to have all witnesses exa- 
mined and cross-examined by Counsel or Attorney 

[11, And it is hereby enacted, that all persons who 
after the passing of this Act shall bo held to bail, or 
committed to prison, for any offence against the law 
for which they are to be tried before any of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Courts of Justice shall be entitled to require 
and have on demand (from the person who shall have 
the lawful custody thereof, and who is hereby required 
to deliver the same) copies of the examinations of tho 
witnesses respectively upen whose depositions they 
have been so held to bail or committed to prison on 
payment of a reasonable sum for the same to be fixed 
by such Courts respectively. Provided always that 
if such demand shall not be made before the day 
appointed fur the commencement of the Sessions at 
which the trial of the person on whose behalf such de- 
mand shall be made {s to take place, such person shall 
not to be entitled to have any copy of such examina- 
tion of witnesses unless the Judge at such trial shall 
be of opinion that such copy may be made and deli- 
vered without delay or inconvenience to such trial ; 
but-it shall nevertheless be competent to such Judge, 
if he shall think fit, to poatpone such trial on account 
of such copy of the examination of witnesses not hav- 
ing been previously bad by the party charged. 

iy. And it is hereby enacted, that all persons 
under tris] in any of Her Majesty's Courts of Justice 
shall be entitled, at the time of their trial, to Inspect, 
without fee or reward, all depositions or copies thereof 
which have been taken against them, and returned 
into the Court before which such trial shall be had.

_Ruve Ist.—All Lands not previously assigned or occu- 
pied with consent of the Officer in Civil charge, to be 
open for selection by parties themselves, and to be assign- 
able by the Officer in charge to parties applying in the 
rotation of the receipt by him of their written applications, 


Rutz 2—Any person, holding or occupying Land 
not under a grant or title from the Officer in Civil charge 
duly registered, who shall refuse to engage for, or to 
remove from, the Lend within one month from the date on 
which he shall be called upon to do so in writing by 
the sad Officer, shall be subject to ejectment. This 
rule will of course not apply to ancient residents and 
parties in possession at the time when the territory of 
Dorjeling was made over by the Rajah of Sikkim, 


Rurr 3—The Pohee and Magisterial authority 
within the tract ceded by the Rajah of Sikkim, will be 
exercised by the Officer in Civil and Political charge, until 
otherwise ordered or directed hy the Government of India.

My Lory,—I have the satisfaction to acqnamt your 
Lordship, that the Army under my Command have succeed- 
ed in performing one of the most brilhant acts, it has ever 
been my lot to witness, during my Service of 45 years, m 
the four quarters of the Globe, in the capture by storm, of 
the strong and important Fortress and Citadel of Ghuznee 
yesterday. 

itis not only, that the Afghan nation, and I understand 
Asia generally, have looked upon it as impregnable, but 
itisin realty a place of great strength, both by niture 
aud art; far more so than I had reason to suppose, fiom 
any description that IT had received of it, although some 
are fiom Officers in our own Service, who had seen it in 
their travels. 

I was surprised to find a high Rampart in good repair 
built on a scarped mound, about 35 feet high, flanked by 
numerous towers and surrounded by a Fausse Braye and a 
wet ditch, whilst the height of the Citadel covered the 
interior from the commanding fire of the Hills from the 
North, rendering it nugatory. In addition to this screen, 
walls had been built before the Gates, the ditch was filled 
with water and unfordable, and an out-work built on the 
right bank of the River, so as to command the bed of it. 

It is therefore, the more honorable to the Troops, and 
must appear to the Enamy out of all calculation extraordi- 
nary, that a Fortress and Citadel to the strength of which, 
for the last 30 years, they had been sdding something each 
year, and which hed a Garrison of 8,500 Afghan Soldiers, 
commanded by Prince Mahomed Hyder, the son of Dost 


ee 
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Mahomed Khan, the Ruler of the Country, with a eom- 
manding ninmber of Guns and abundance of Ammunition, 
andothet Stores, Provisions, &e, for a regular Siege, should 
have been taken by Wiitish science and Brith valor, in 
less than two hours from the time the atrack was made, 
and the whole, including the Governor and Garson, 
shenld fall into our hands 

My despatch of the 20th instant from Ninee, will have 
made known to your Lordship, that the Camps of Li. Mae 


jesty Shah Sooja ool Moolk and of Major Gencaal Will. 


shire, with the Bombay Troops, had there pomed me in 
accordanc# with my desire, and the following morning wo 
made our march of 2 miles ta Ghucnee, the line of march 
being over a fine plain, the Troops were disposed ia a mran- 
ner that would base enabled me at any mowent, had we 
been atticked, as was qiobable trom the larye bodies of 
Tioop.s moving on cach side of us, to have placed them im 
position to recetve the enemy They did not however 
appour, buf ou our comme within range of the Gans of the 
Citadel and Toitress of Ghusnee, a sharp Cannoudade wis 
opened on our leading Column tagether with a heasy fire 
of Musquetry from behind garden walls, and temporary 
fuld-works thrown up, as well as the strong out-ework 
Thave already alluded to, wluch commanded the bed of 
the River Fiom all but the out-work, the enemy were 
driven on, under the walls of the Fort, in a spirited 
manner, by parties thrown forward by Major General 
Su W Cotton, of the doth and 48th Beneal Native 
Infantry, and Her Moayesty’s '8th Light Infantry un- 
dev Brigadier Sale 7 ordered forward three Froops of 
ITnse Artillery, the Camel Battery and one Foot Bat- 
tery fo open upon the Citadel and Porticss by throwing 
Shrapnell Shells, which was done tu aimasterly stvle ander 
the duection of Brigadier Stevenson. My object in this 
was to make the enemy show their strength tm Guns, and 
in other respects, which completely succeeded, and our 
Shells must have done great execution and occasioned great 
consternation. Being perfectly satisfied on the pout of 
their strength, in the course of half an hour [ ordered the 
fireto eease, and placed the Troops in Brvouae A close 
reconnorssance of the place all round was then undertikhen 
by Cuptam Phomson, the Chief Luagineer, and Captain 
Peat, of the Bombay Eogineers, accompanied by Moijor 
Gaaden, the Deputy Quarter Master General of the Bene 
val Army, supperted by a strong party of Tle: M qesty’s 
16th Lancers and one from Her Majesty's t3th Light In- 
funtry. On this party a steady fire was kept np and some 
casualties occurred.—Captain Thomson's report was very 
clear, (he found the Fortifications equally strong all round) 
and as my own opinion coincided with his, I did not hesi- 
tate a moment as to the manner in which our approach and 
attach upon the placo should be made Notwithstanding 
the march the Troops had performed in the morning, and 
their having been ac onsiderable time engaged with the enemy, 
1 ordered the whole to move across the River which runs 
close under the Fort walls in Colunna to the right and left 
of the Town, aud they were placed in position on the North 
side, on more commanding ground, and securing the Cabool 
Road I had information that a night attach npon the Camp 
was intended from without Mahomed Ubzul Ahan, theeldest 
Son of Dost Mahomed Khan, had been sent by hie Father 
with a strong body of Tioops from Cibool to the Brother's 
assistance at Ghuznee, and was encamped outside the wills, 
but abandoned lis position on our approach, keeping how- 
ever at the distance of «few miles from us. The two Rebel 
Chnefs of the Gilzee Tribe, men of great influence, viz, 
Abdool Ruhman and Gool Mahomed Khan had joined him 
with 1500 Horse, and also a body of about 3,000 Ghazeer 
from Acinat, under a mixture of Chicts and Moolahe car- 
rying banners, and who had been assembled on the ery of 
a Religious war. In short, we were in all directions sur- 
rounded by enemies These last actually came down the 
Tluls on the 22d, and attacked the part of the Camp ocecu- 
pied by His Majesty Shah Shooja and his own troops, but 
were driven back with considerable loss and banners taken. 

At day-light on the 22d, Ireconnoitered Ghuznee in 
company with the Chief Engineer and the Brigadier Com- 
manding the Artillery, with the Adjutant and Quarter 
Master General uf the Bengal Army, for the purpose of 
making all arrangements for carrying the place by Storm, 
and these were completed in the course of the day—in- 
stead of the tedious process of breaching, for which we 
were ill prepared, Captain Thomson undertook, with the 
assistance of Captain Peat of the Bombay Iingineers, Lieu- 
tenants Durand and Mucleod of the Bengal Hngineers, 
and other officers under him, (Captain Thomson) to blow 
in the Cabool Gate, (the woakest point) with Gunpowder, 
and so much: faith did 1 place on the success of the opera- 
tion, that my plans for the Assault were immediately laid 
down and the orders given. 


The different troops of Horse Artillery, the Camel and 
Foot Batterivs, moved off their groundat 12 o’clock that 
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night, without the slightest noise, as had been directed, 
and in the most correct manner took up the position 
assigned them, about 250 yards from the walls. In like 
manner, and with the same B pase the Infantry soon after 


moved from their ground, and all were at their post at the | 


proper time. A few minutes before 8 o'clock in the morn- 


ing, the explosion took placo and proved completely suc- | 


cessful. Captain Peat of the Bombay Engincers, was thrown 
down and stunned by it, but shortly after recovered his 
senses and feeling. On hearing the advance sounded by 
the Bugles, (being the signal for the Gate having been 
blown iu) the Artillery, under the able directions of 
Brigadier Stevenson, consisting of Captain Grant’s 
Troop of Bengal Horse Artillery, the Camel Battery 
under Captain Abbott, both superintended by Major Pew, 
Captains Martin and Cotgrave’s Troops of Bombay Horse 
Artillery, and Captain Lloyd's Battery of Bombay Foot 
Artillery, all opened a terrific fire upon the Citadel and 
Ramparts of the Fort, and in a certain degree paralyzed 
the Enemy. 

; Under the guidance of Captain Thomson of the Bengal 
i, ae the Chief of the Department, Colonel Dennie 
of Her Mijesty’s 13th Light Infantry, Commanding the 
Advance, consisting of the Light Companies of Her Ma- 
jesty’s 2d and 17th Foot, and of the Bengal European 
Regiment, with one Company of Her Majesty’s 13th Light 
Infantry, proceeded to the Gate, and with great difficulty 
from the rnbbish thrown down, and the determined opposi- 
tion offered by the Enemy, effected an entrance and estab- 
lished themselves within the Gateway, closely followed 
by the Main Column led in a spirit of great gallantry by 
Brigadier Sale, to whom I had entrusted the important 
post of commanding the Storming Party, consisting (with 
the advance above mentioned) of Her Majesty's 2d Foot 
under Major Carruthers, the Bengal European Regiment 
under Licntenant Colonel Orchard, followed by Her Ma- 
jesty’s 18th Light Infantry under Major Tronson, and Her 
Majesty's 17th Regiment under Lieutenant Colonel Croker. 
The struggle within the Fort was desperate for a consider- 
able time. In addition te the heavy fire kept up, eur 
Troops were assailed by the enomy sword in hand and with 
daggers, pistols, &c., but British courage, perseverance 
and fortitude overcame all opposition, and the fire of the 
Iinemy in the lower area of the Fort being nearly silenced, 
Brigadier Sale turned towards the Citadel, from which 
could now be seen, men abandoning their Guns, running 
in all directions, throwing themselves down from immense 
heights, endeavouring to make their escape, and on reach- 
Ing the gate with Her Majesty’s 17th under Lieutenant 
Colonel Croker, followed by the 18th, forced it open; at 
5 o'clock in the morning the Colors of Her Majesty's 13th 
and 17th were planted on the Citadel of Ghuznee amidst 
the cheors of all ranks. Instant protection was granted to 
the women found in the Citadel, (among whom were those 
of Mahomed Hyder, the Governor,) and Sentries placed 
over the Magazines for its security. Brigadier Sale reports 
having received much assistance from Captain Kershaw of 
Her Majesty's 13th Light Infantry, throughout the whole 
of the service of the Storming. 

Major General Sir Willoughby Cotton executed in a 
manner much to my satisfaction the orders he had received. 
The Major General followed closely the Assaulting Party 
into the Fort with the Reserve, namely, Brigadier Roberts 
with the only available Regiment of his Brigade, the 35th 
Native Infantry under Lieutenant Colonel Monteath, part 
of Brigadier Sale’s Brigade, the 16th Native Infantry 
under Major Maclaren, and 48th Native Infantry under 
Lieutenant Colonel Wheeler, and they immediately occupi- 
ed the Ramparts, putting down opposition whenever they 
met any, and making Prisoners until the place was com- 
pletely in our possession. A desultory fire was kept up in 
the Town long after the Citadel was in our hands, from 
those Who had taken shelter in houses, and in desperation 
kept firing on all that approached them In this way 
several of our men were wounded and some killed, but the 
aggressors paid dearly for their bad conduct in not surren- 
dering when the place was completely ours. I must not 
omit to nication that the three Companies of the 35th Native 
Infantry under Captain Hay, ordered to the South side of 
the Fort to begin with a false attack to attract attention to 
that side, performed that service at the proper time, and 
greatly to my satisfaction. 

Aswe were threatened with an attack for the relief 
of the Garrison, I ordered the 19th Bombay Native Infan- 
try, under the Command of Lieutenant Colonel Stalker, 
to guard the Cabool Road, and to be in support of the 
Cavalry Division. This might have proved an important 
position to occupy, but, as it was, no fea appeared. 

The Cavalry Division under Major General Thackwell, 
in addition to watching the approach of an enemy, had 
directions to surround Ghuznee, and to sweep the plain, 
preventing the escape of runaways from the Garrison, 


Brigadier Arnold's Brigade (the Brigadier himself I deep- 
ly regret to say, was laboring under very severe illness, 
having shortly before burst a blood vessel internally, which 
rendered it holly impossible for him to mount a horse that 
day,) consisting of Her Majesty's 16th Lancers under 
Lieutenant Colonel Perase (momentarily Commanding the 
Brigade, and Major MacDowell, the Junior Major of the 
Regiment, the Senior Major of the 16th Lancers Major 
Cureton, an Officer of great merit, being actively engaged 
in the execution of his duties as Assistant Adjutant General 
of the Cavalry Division,) the 2d Cavalry under Major 
Salter, and the 3d under Lieutenant Colonel Smyth, were 
ordered to watch the South and West sides. Brigadier 
Scott’s Brigade was placed on the Cabvol Road, consisting 
of II. M.'s 4th Light Dragoons under Major Daly, and of 
the Ist Bombay Cavalry under Lieutenant Colonel Sand- 
with, to watch the North and East sides. ‘This duty was 
performed in a manner greatly to my satisfaction. 

After the Storming, and that quiet was in some degree 
restored within, I conducted His Majesty Shah Shooja ool 
Moolk, and the British Envoy and Minister Mr. Mac- 
naghten, round the Citadel, and a great part of the Fort- 
ress. The King was perfectly astonished at our having 
made ourselves masters of a place conceived to be impreg- 
nable when defended, in the short space of two hours, and 
in Jess than 48 hours after we came before it. His Ma- 
jesty was of course greatly delighted at the result. When 
I afterwards, in the course of the day, took Mahomed [yder 
Khan the Governor, first to the British Minister and then 
to the King to make his submission, I informed His Ma- 
jesty, that I had made a promise that his life should not 
be touched, and the King in very handsome terms assented 
and informed Mahomed Hyder in my presence, that 
although he and his family had been Rebels, yet he was 
willing to forget and forgive all. 

Prince Mahomed Hyder, the Governor of Ghuznee, is a 
Prisoner of War in my Camp, and under the surveillance 
of Sir Alexander Burnes, an arrangement very agreeable tu 
the former. 

From Major General Sir Willoughby Cotton, Command- 
ing the Ist Infantry Division (of the Bengal Army) I have 
invariably received the strongest support, and on this occa- 
sion his exertions were manifest, in support of the honor 
of the profession and of our country. 

I have likewise at all times reccived able assistance 
from Major General Willshire, Commanding the 2d In- 
fantry Division (of the Bumbay Army), which it was 
found expedient on that day to break up, some for the 
Storming Party and some for other duties, the Major Ge- 
neral as directed, was in attendance upon myself. 

To Brigadier Sale I feel deeply indebted for the gallant 
and soldier-like manner in which he conducted the respon- 
sible and arduous duty entrusted to him in Command of 
the Storming Party, and for the arrangements he mado in 
the Citadel, immediately after taking possession of it, the 
Sabre wound which he received in the face, did not prevent 
his continuing to direct his column until every thing was 
secure; and T am happy inthe upportunity of bringing to 
your Lordship’s notice the excellent conduct of Brigadier 
Sale on this occasion. 

Brigadier Stevenson, in Command of the Artillery. was 
all I could wish, and he reports that Brigade Majors Back - 
house and Coghlan ably assisted him ; his arrangements 
wore good, and the execution done by the Arm hecom- 
mands, was such as cannot be forgotten by those of the 
Enemy, who have witnessed and survived it. 

To Brigadier Roberts, to Colonel Dennie (who 
commanded the Advance) and to the different Officers 
Commanding Regiments already mentioned, as well as 
to the other Officers and gallant Soldiers under them, who 
so nobly maintained the honor and reputation of our coun- 
try, my best acknowledgements are due. 

To Captain Thomson of the Bengal Engineers, the Chief 
of the Department with me, much of the credit of the suc- 
cess of this brilliant coup-de-main is due—a place of the 
same strength and by such simple means as this highly 
talented and scientific Officer recommended to he tried, 
has perhaps never before been taken, and I feel I cannot 
do sufficient justice to Captain Thomson's merits for his 
conduct throughout ; in the execution, he was ably sup- 
ported by the Officers alroady mentioned, and so eager were 
the other Officers of the Engineers of both Presidencies for 
the honor of carrying the Powder Bags, that the point 
could only be decided by seniority, which shews the fine 
feeling by which they are animated. 

I must now inform your Lordship that since I joined the 
Bengal Columnin the Valley of Shawl, I have continued 
my march with it in the Advance, and it has been my good 
fortune to have had the assistance of two most efficient 
Staff Officers, in Major Craigie, Deputy Adjutant General, 
and Major Garden, Deputy Quarter Master General. It 
is but justice to those Officers, that I should state to your 
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Lordship, the high satisfaction I have derived from the man- 
ner in which all their duties have been performed up to this 
day, and that UL look upon them as promising Officers, to 
fili the higher ranks. To the other Officers of both Do- 
partments I am also much indebted for the correct per- 
formance of all duties appertaining to their situations. 

To Major Keith, the Deputy Adjutant General, and 
Major Campbell, the Deputy Quarter Master General of 
the Bombay Army, and to all the other Officers of both 
Departments under them, my acknowledgements are also 
due forthe manner in which their duties have been pet- 
formed during this Campaign. 

Captain Alexander, Commanding the 4th Bengal Local 
Horse, and Major Cunningham, Commanding the Poona 
Auxiliary Tlorsc, with the men under their orders, have 
been of essential service tothe Army in this Campaign. 

The arrangements made by Superintending Surgeons 
Kennedy and Atkinson previons to the Storming, for 
affording assistance and comfort to the wounded, met with 
my approval 

Major Parsons, the Deputy Commissary General in 
charge of the Department in the Field, has been unremit- 
ting in his attention to heepthe Troops supplied, although 
much difficulty is experienced, and he is occasionally 
thwarted by the nature of the country and its inhabitants 

I have throughout this Serviee, received the ufmost 
assistance I could desire from Licentenant Colouel Mac- 
donald, my Officiating Military Secretary, and Deputy 
Adjutaut General Her Majesty's Forees, Bombay, from 
Captain Powell, my Persian interpreter, and the other 
Officers of my Personal Staff The nature of the conntry 
in which we are serving, prevents the possibility of my 
sending a single Staff Offleer to deliver this to your Lord- 
ship, otherwise J should Lave asked my Aid-de.Camp 


Lieutenant Keane, to proceed to Simla to deliver this | 
Dispatch into your hands, and to have afforded any further | 


information that vour Lordship could have desired, 

The brilliant triumph we have obtained, the cool courage 
displayed, and the gallant bearing of the Troops J have the 
honor to Command, will have taught such a lesson to our 
enemies In the Afghan Nation, as will make them hereafter 
respect the name of a British Soldier 

Onur lose is wonderfully small, considering the occasion ; 
the Casualties in hilled and wounded amount to about 200 

The lost of the enemy is immense-—we have already 
buried of their dead nearly 500, together with an immense 
nomber of horses. 

1 evclose a list of the killed, wounded and missing ; 
Tam happy to say, that although the wounds of some of 
the Officers are severe, they are all doing well. 

It is my intention, after selecting a Garrison for this 
place, and establishing a General Hospital, to continue my 
march to Cabool forthwith.

We have the honor to aequaint your 
Lordship that the Army marched from Ghuznee en route 
to Cabool, in two columus, on the 30th and Sist ultimo. 
His Majesty Shah Shooja ool Moolk, with his own ‘Lroops, 
forming part of the second column. 

On the arrival of the Commander in Chief with the I<¢ 
eoluinn at Hyder Khalil on the Ist instant, information 
reached him, and the same reached the Envoy and Minister 
at Haft Asaya, that Dost Mahomed with his Army and 
Artilery was advancing from Cabool, and would probably 
take up a position at Urghundee or Midan (the former 24, 
the latter 86 miles from Caboot) Upon this, it wag ar- 
ranged that His Majesty, with the 2d column under Major 
General Wilishire should join the Ist Columu here, and 
advance together, to attack Dost Mahomed, whose Son, 
Mahomed Akhbur, had been recalled from Jellalabad, with 
the Troops guarding the Khyber Pass, and had formed a 
junction with his Father, their joint forces, according to 
our information, amounting to about 13,000 men. 

Every arrangement was made for the King and the Army 
marching in body from here to-morrow, but in the course 
uf the night messengers arrived, and since (this morning,) 
a great many Chiefs and their followers, announcing the 
dissolution of Dost Mahomed’s Army by the refusal of the 
groater part to advance against us with him, and that he 
had, in consequence, fled with a party of 800 horsemen, in 
the direction of Bameecan, leaving his Guns behind him in 
position as they were placed at Urghundee. 

His Majesty Shah Shooja hus sent furward a confidential 
Officer, with whom has been associated Major Cureton, of 
Her Majesty's 16th Lancers, taking with him a party of 
200 men and an Officer of Artillery to proceed tireet to 
take possession of those Guns, and afterwards such other 
Guns, and publi¢ Stores, as may be found in Cabool and 
the Balla Hissar, in the name of, and for His Majesty Shah 
Shoofa ool Moolk, and the King’s orders will be carried 
by his own Officers with this party, for preserving the 
tranquillity of the City of Cabool 

Astrong party has been detached in pursuit of Dost 
Mahomed under some of our most active Officers. We 
continue our march upon Caboul to-morrow, aad will 
reached it on the 3d day.

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Extract from a Despatch from His Exceilency Lieutenant 
General Sir John Keane, dated Head Quarters, 
Camp, Cabool, 8th Auguat, 1839, 


It gives me infinite pleasure to be able to address my 
Despatch to your Lordship from this Capital, the vicinity 
of which His Majesty Shah Shooja ool Moolk, and the 
Army under my command reached the day before yester- 
day. The King entored his Capital yesterday afternoon, 
accompanied by the British Envoy and Minister and the 
Gentlemen of the Mission, and by myself, the Generals 
and Staff Officers of this Army, and escorted by « squadron 
of Her Majesty’s 4th Dragoons, ami one of Her 
Majesty’s [6th Lancers, with Captain Martin's Troop of 
Horse Artillery. His Majesty had expressed a wish that 
British Troops should be present on the occasion, and a 
very small party only of his own Hindoostanee and Afghan 
‘Lrvops. After the animating scene of traversing the 
Streets and reaching the Palace in the Balla Hissar, a 
Royal Salute was fired, and an additional Salvo, in the 
Afghan style, from small Guns resembling wall pieces, 
named Grojals, and carried on Camels. We heartily 
congratulated His Majesty on being in possession of the 
Throne and Kingdom of his ancestors, aud upon the over- 
throw of his enemies ; and after taking leave of His 
Majesty, we ret irned to our Camp. 

I trust we hive thus accomplished all the objects 
which your Lordship had in contemplation, whea you 
planned and formed the Army of the Indus, and the ex- 
pedition into Afybanistan. 

The conduct of the Army, both European and Native, 
which your Lordship did me the honor to place under my 
orders, has been admirable throughout, and nut withstand. 
ing the xevere murching and privations they have gone 
throngh, their appearance and discipline has suffered 
nothing, and the opportunity afforded them at Guznee of 
weeting and conquering their enemy, has added greatly to 
their good spirits. 

The joint Despatch addressed by Mr. Maecnaghten 
and myself tu your Lordship on the 3d instant, from 
Shekabad, will have informed you that, at the moment wa 
had made every preparation to attack (un the following 
dav) Dost Mahomed Khan in his position at Urghundee, 
where, after his son Mahomed Akbar had joined him from 
Jellalabed, he had an Army amounting to 13,000 men, well 
armed and appointed, and thirty pieces of Artillery , we 
suddenly learnt that he abanduned them all and fled with 
a party of horsemen on the read to Bameean, leaving his 
Ginins in position ag he had placed them to receive our 
attack. 

It appears that a great part of his Army, which was 
hourly bevoming disorganized, refused to stand by him in 
the position to receive our attack, and that it soen became 
in a state of dissolution. The great bulk immediately 
came over to Shah Shooja, tendering their allegiance, and 
1 believe His Majesty will take most of them into his 
pay. 

It seems, that the news of the quick and determined 
mauner in which we took their stronghold Ghuznee bad 
such an effect upon the population vf Cabool, and perhaps 
also upon the Enemy's Army, that Dost Mahomed 
began to lose hope of retaining his rule for even 
a short time longer, and sent off his family and valu- 
able property towards Bameean, but marched out of Cabool 
with hisA rmy and Artillery, keeping a bold front towards us, 
until the evening of the 2d, when all his hopes wore at an 
end, by a division in his own Camp, and one part of his 
Army abandoning him ; so precipitate was his flight, that 
he left in position his Guus with their Ammunition and 
Waggons, and the greater part of the Cattle by which they 
were drawn. 

Major Cureton, of Her Majesty's 16th Lancers, with 
his party of 200 men, pushed forward on the 3d, and 
teok possession of those Guns, &c. There were 23 
Brass Guns in position and loaded, two more at a little 
distance, which they attempted totake away, and since then, 
three more abandoned still further off on the Bameean 
road. Thus leaving in our possession 28 pieces of Cannon 
with all the material belonging to them, which are now 
handed over to Shah Shooja ool Moolk.

And it is hereby enacted, that whenever any 
Magistrate or other Officer exercising the powers of 
a Magistrate may be certified that a dispute likely to 
induce a breach of the peace exists concerning any land, 
evans water, crops, fisheries or other profits of 
and, within the lists of his jurisdiction, he shall 
record a Proceeding, stating the grounds of his being 
no certified, and shall call on all parties concerned in 
such dispute (whether Proprietors, dependent Ta-

The Post Master General of this Presidency has 
submitted areport upon the causes of the detention of 
the packets forwarded on the 26th and 27th of Au- 
gust, copy of which is enclosed for the information of 
the Hon’blo the Governor in Council. It will be seen 
from that report that the main cause of the untoward 
delsy has arisen from the unusually slow pace at 
which the Mails were conveyed between Nagpore 
and Bombay, that is on the part of the line the ma- 
nagement and controul of which is under the Post 
Master, General of Bombay; for that the rate at which 
both ils reached Nagpore was, notwithstanding 
their weight and the unfavorable state of the weather, 
in excess of threé miles an hour, 
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This justification of the Officors of the Post Depart- 
ment on this side of India will add to the feeling of 
discontent excited in the community with the act of 
the Government of Bombay, which has led to the post- 
ponement until the despatch of the next monthly Mail 
of nearly the entire commercial and private correspon- 
dence of this Presidency, for ax the Mail in question 
was the first despatch from Bombay to Sues by Steam- 
er in the season, the transmission of letters by it was 
of course to the publie a matter of more than usnal 
interest and importance. 


The President in Council is unable, upon a review 
oi the cireumstanees and reasuns which have induced 
the Government of Bombay to despatch the Berentce 
in anticipation uf two Caleutta Mails, to convey his 
coneurrence In the propriety of this measure. 


The motive which influenced the punctual despatch 
was of course a natitral desire not te msk the arrival 
of the Mail at Suez on a date too late for the regular 
English Mail by Malta and Gibraltar, which leaves 
Leypt once a fortnight. 


To those whose packets were addressed for convey- 
anee by that Mail the risk was of a loss of fourteen 
days, to save which to them the Government af Bom- 
bay has incurred the certainty of the loss of nearly a 
month to those whose packots were left behind. 


But all the letters of importance are now directed via 
Marseilles, which 1s known to be by far the niost-expe- 
ditious ronte, and for these the opportunity of a con- 
veyance intermediato between the regular English 
steam) Packets would have been afforded in French 
Steamers 


To the writera of letters so addressed therefore the 
risk was at the utmost that thoir correspondence might 
be delayed seven days, and when this risk of detention 
is set against the absolute detention of a month 
thrown upon the correspondenes of this Presideney 
for the two last notified days, His Honor in Conneil 
eumot but regret the determination come to for the 
dispatch of the Steamer without the Calentta packets. 

"his Hlonarin Council feels justified by the above otate- 
meut of Creumstances in requiring that henceforward 
the Steamers and other vessels advertized to convey 
packets hy the route of Egypt or of the Persian Gulph 
shall not be despatched until the arrival of the packets 
from Madras, Caleutta, and Agra of the dites adver- 
tised hy the Post Master General of those Prosidencies 
respectively, as the latest safe datea fur the despatch 
cf letters by the Mail 

The Hon'ble the Governor in Connell must 
therefore direct the dates fixed for the despatch of 
Sieamers to be so regulated as to allow, in case of 
accidental detentions from weather, of a delay of at 
least 18 hours for Mails that may not have reached 
Bombay

Court Murtial, or not exceeding six mouths if the 
sentence be pronounced by a Regimental or Detach. 
ment Court Martial Andevery Soldier 30 sentenced

An Act for authorizing sentences of Imprisonment 
with or without Hard Labor by Courts Martial in 
certain cases, : 


It is hereby declared and enacted that in all cases 
in which, by a General Order of the Governor Gene- 
ral of India in Council dated the 24th of February 
in the year of our Lord 1835, it is made competent for 
Courts Martial to sentence Soldiers of the Native 
Army in the service of the East India Company to the 
puoishment of dismissal from such service, it is and 
shall be lawful to sentence such Soldiers to be im- 
prisoned with or without hard Jabor for any period not 
exceeding two years if the sentence be pronounced 
a Genera! Court Martial, or not excseding one voaelth 
the sentence be pronounced by e@ Garrison or Line 
Court Martial, or not exceeding six months if the 
sentence be pronounced by a Regimental or Detach. 
ment Court Martial. And every Soldier so sentenced 
to imprisonment with hard labor for any period what. 
ever, or to imprisonment without hard labor for any 
iod exceeding six monthe, shall after confirmation 
of his sentence be dismissed from such ‘service. 
Provided always that all sentences under thie Act 
pronounced by any Court Martial inferior to a Gene- 
tal Court Martial shall require the confirmation of 


the General or other Officer commanding the Division 
or Field Force to which the person convicted belongs.
